Senator Penrose died of pulmon- 
ary thrombosis, as a result of heart 
disease, Dr. Roy D. Adams, his phy- 
siclan, announced tonight.

FORMER POLICEMAN

George Morrison, 38 years old, a

The City Art Museum is showing 
today in gallery 31 an important 
bronze by the American sculptor, 
|Paul Manship of New York City. The 
| plece is in the form of a sundial and 
shows to advantage Manship's indi- 
| vidual and original style of modeling. 
It has a large round base which 
serves as the face of the sundial and 
also as a support for a sitting fe- 
male figure, modeled in a naively 
archaic style. Back of the figure is a 
large open-work halo with decora- 
| tions in relief, which ts one of the 
| most striking features of the piece. 
Its front surface is occupied by a 
band of winged female figures which 
appear to have been inspired by the 
archaic Greek statues of Nike. 

The rythmic lines of the gracefully 
disposed draperies and wings, and 
the delicacy and restraint of the 
modeling in relief, render the design 
a highly decorative one. The back 
of the halo is also ornamented with 
delicate relief work. Around the 
base is a sertes of bas-reliefs of the 
Signs of the Zodiac, executed in the 
refined discriminating style charac- 
teristic of Manship’s work. The en- 
tire surface of the bronze is gilt. The 
piece is under consideration as a pos- 
sible accession to the collection of 
the museum which already contains 
four bronzes by Manship, -.as fol- 
‘lows: “Centaur and Dryad,” “Play- 
fulness,” “Indian” and “Pronghorn 
Antelope.” 

Other exhibits to be seen at the 
museum today include @ recently in- 
stalled case of notable examples of 
metal work, a collection of color 
etchings by George Sensehey, a Pen- 
tapytch of Jeanne 4@’Aro by J. WIl- 
Mam Fosdick, and a group of paint- 
ings lent by William K. Bixby. The

PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 31.—The 
demand for steel in 1921 was in re- 
lation to the volume of construction 
work in the year rather than in re- 
lation to the volume of general com- 
mercial activity. Production of steel 
in 1921 was less than half the pro- 
duction in 1920, while bank debits 
decreased only 20 per cent, a_ de- 
crease easily accounted for: by de- 
clines in commodity prices, salaries 
and wages. 

In one sense, steel failed to live up 
to the adage that it is the barom- 
eter of trade, but in a finer sense it 
did more, for it reflected clearly the 
great divergence in the degrees of 
activity in different lines of indus- 
try. The demand for tubular goods, 
sheets, wire products and tin plates 
was much better than the demand 
for shapes, plates, bars and ralis. 
The common everyday activities of 
the people were fairly well main- 
tained, while there was little expan- 
sion and little construction work by 
way of large undertakings.

NEW YORK, Dec. 31.—This 
view of 1921 is intended as an ap- 
praisal of the results of the first 
complete calendar year under the 
new transportation law. 

The transportation act de- 
signed to insure rates and charges 
which, while just, reasonable, and 
nondiscriminatory to the _ public, 
should also be just and reasonable to 
the carriers, and should enable them 
satisfactorily to meet not only the 
immediate transportation needs, but 
should permit them also to enlarge 
facilities to provide for future traffic 
requirements. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission was directed to 
fix rates so that for the railroads as 
a whole or by territorial rate groups 
such rates would yield 5% per cent 
as a fair rate of return upon the 
value of railroad property and, in its 
discretion, to yield also an additional 
% of 1 per cent on such value to 
make provision for improvements 
chargeable to capital account. 

In establishing the scale of rates 
the commission was instructed to 
take into account the honesty and 
efficiency of railroad management 
and to recognize the necessity for 
reasonable expenditures for mainte-

nance. The act provided also for the | 


creation of a Raltlroad Labor Board 
to establish just and reasonable 
wages and working conditions. Asa 


supplementary agency to prevent in- |

1921 Income Inadequate. 


Ag a matter of fact, the net re- 
sults during the first complete calen- 
dar year under the advanced rates 
will be a net railway operating in- 
come but little more than one-half 
of the amount which the commis- 
sion had in mind when the rate in- 
creases were made. The volume of 
tonnage during the first nine months 
of 1921 was 24 per cent less than 
that of the same period in 1920, so 
that notwithstanding the substantial 
rate increases in force in 1921 the 
freight revenue was about 4 per cent 
less than in 1920.

So she ran away from the German's villa and be- 
came the close friend of a Frenchman who had been 
Minister of Finance. Then she transferred her affec- 
tions to his brother-in-law, who was the manager of a 
Paris bank. and who spent so much money upon her 
in two years that he was sent to prison for embezzle- 
ment. 

Then she returned to the German diplomat and was 
atill with him when the war started. It is believed 
that the imprisoned banker, knowing of her relations 
with the German, urged the French secret police to 
Watch her as a suspected spy. But this minor poinf 
is hearsay. 

However, watched she was, by séme of the most ex- 
pert operatives, and they followed her to a town in 
England where the famous tanks were being made. 
There a young British officer connected with the con- 
struction of tanks fell under her magnetic sway. And 
later, when she associated with a man who had been 
“shadowed” by French detectives in Spain, as a sus- 
pected German agent, she was under close surveil- 
lance. 

And during this extensive journey along the prim- 
rose path, Kings, Princes and Prime Ministers had 
been linked with her career, on a more temporary basis 
than those intimate friends of hers to whom allusion 
already has been made. 

Already, the names of a French Minister of War and 
of a second highest official in a French foreign min- 
istry have been It is disclosed that she 
and Friedrich Wilhelm, the former German Crown 
Prince, were on friendly terms, and that the Prince 
once took her with him to the military maneuvers in 
Silesia. 

One of her intimates, according to réliable informa- 
tion. was a Duich statesman who, after her conviction, 
made strenuous efforts to obtain a pardon for her 
from the French Government. Indeed, the announce- 
ment of the Paris newspaper that it would publish full 
details regarding the iife and misdeeds of Mata-Hari 
sent a wave of apprehension through certain high 
circles in European society, finance and politics. And 
sensational as the disclosures have been, it is under- 
stood that part of the facts have been suppressed, be- 
cause of the number of persons in high places involved 
in the scandal. : 

Maj. Massard, who had charge of the Mata-Hari case 
in a military-judicial canacity, writes of the testi- 
mony at the trial that one very telling point was 
brought out: when the dancer felt herself watched she 
decided to flee the country, and the only way she 
could think of doing so was to offer herself as a spy for 
France. Actual proof of her being a spy for the Ger- 
mans was then lacking, so the Frerch authorities ac- 
cepted the offer, mainly for the purpose of getting her 
out of the country. 

Soon after she had gone the French intelligence de- 
partment obtained proof of her guilt in connection 
with the shooting of a French spy by the Germans in 
Belgium. 

And it may be significant, or a mere coincidence, that 
Mata-Hari’s arrest occurred during those days of 1917, 
which were rendered dark indeed for the allies by the 
failure of the offensive against the Germans in Cham- 
pagne, and the temporary collapse of the high hopes 
which had been founded on the tanks. 

Damaging enough was the testimony 
trial, but Mata-Hari seemed to be confident of ac- 
quittal, until she actually heard the verdict. On the 
day when that verdict was rendered, she dressed aud 
adorned herself as carefully as though she were to

F THE historic murder case® of 


modern times, that of Henri De- 
sire Landru, “the Bluebeard of 
Gambais,”” is beyond doubt one 


of the most extraordinary. Not 
only did it excite the interest and 
curiosity of all France, but 
came a leading topic of news in Great Britain 
and America as well, not to mention the ad- 
jacent European countries . u 
Notwithstanding. however, that reports of 
the trial were received regularly in America, 
these accounts were more or less fragmentary 
Now the case is apparently closed. Landru sits 
in the death cell at Versailles, awaiting 
short journey to the guillotine, where he will 
pay, with his head, for his ghastly iniquities

Hience it is now possible to present a com- 
plete review of his career. 
One's chief wonder, after viewing the case

Most 
incredibly foolish of all, he actually kept a record, even 
to the hour of their deaths, in a notebook’ 

“Don Juan,” he has been called insignificant of 
stature, bald, toothless, spectacled and wearing a red- 
dish spade beard--that was his appearance.

FASCINATING story of excavation and 
exploration, covering a period of 10 years, 
in the midst of the hot desert of the Upper 
Nile, in the Sudan, is told in a statement 
just issued at Harvard. It covers the re- 
port of Prof. George A. Reisner upon the 
work of his expedition, which was under 
the joint auspices of Harvard University and the Bos- 
ton Museum of Fine Arts. Dr. Reisner recently re- 
turned to America with priceless treasures, and data 
enough to keep Egyptologists busy for another 10 
years. 

The discovery of the tombs of 26 generations of 
Ethiopian Kings, and the recovery from beneath the 
deeply drifted sands of materia! which had lain buried 
and forgotten for over 2000 years, makes it possible 
to write for the first time the history of Ethiopia and 
its lost civilization. These discoveries were made at 
Napata, the ancient capital of Ethiopia, now called 
by the Arabs, Gebe! Barkal. 

Napata lies in the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, at the 
southern end of Dongola province, at the foot of the 
fourth cataract of the Nile, and the roval cemeteries 
were found outside of the ancient city—one on the 
north, dt the modern village of El Kur’uw, and the 
other on the south. at Nuri. 


At the latter village the Egyptologists examined a 


group of pyramids which proved to he the tombs of 
the 26 Kings and 55 Queens of Ethiopia from 660 to 250 
B. C., most of whose names had been lost to human

knowledge. A few years earlier, Prof. Reisner’s party 
had reached the climax of the discoveries of royal 
tombs in Ethiopia by finding the pyramids of four 
Kings of Egypt--Piankhy, Shabaka, Shabataka and 
Tanutaman. 

They formed the twenty-fifth dynasty of Egypt, 
called Ethiopian by the ancient historians, because their 
home was at Napata, in the region then known as 
Ethiopia. They were the ancestors of the Kings 
buried at Nuri. This surprising discovery, the pre- 
cursor of greater ones, was made in a field of smail 
pyramids so ruined and so inconspicuous that Prof. 
Reisner regarded them as the very last resort in the 
search for the tombs of the first dynasty of Ethiopia. 

Excavations gradui.iy uncovered the burial cham- 
ber of Tirhagqua, the King of Ethiopia mentioned in 
the Book of Isaiah of the Bible, who was one of the 
five Ethiopian monarchs who ruled over Egypt, and 
then one by one were found the tombs of all the other 

Kings, Queens, Princes and 


Princesses of Ethiopia for a 


period of mvre than four cen- 
turies. 

After the excavations and 
discoveries at Nuri, four of 
the greatest Kings of Ethi- 
opia were still lacking— 
Kings who, like Tirhaqua, 
had ruled Egypt as well as 
Ethiopia. In the third year 
of search these four Kings, 
with their Queens, and, in- 
deed, six generations oftheir 
ancestors, were found at the 
second royal cemetery at El 
Kur’nw, north of Napata. 

It was then discovered that 
the royal family of Ethiopia 
had sprung from a tribe of 
Libyan nomads-who entered 
the province, then a part of 
Egypt, about 900 B. C., be- 
came Egyptianized, revolted 
from Egypt, and finally, 
under’ Piankhy, conquered the 
older country. From this sun- 
scorched place, five of the 
Kings of Ethiopia had ruled 
Egypt and 2000 miles of the 
Nile Valley and had sent their 
Ambassadors to the courts of 
Assyria and Western Asia. 

Careful study of the ob- 
jects and inscriptions found 
in these tombs has given the 
Harvard Art Museum archeol- 
ogists a full chronological list 
of the Kings of Ethiopia dur- 
ing this period and-a knowl- 
edge of the condition and de- 
velopment of the remarkable 
arts and crafts of the time. It 
is stated that the material dis- 
covered at Nuri and at El 
Kur'uw can never be dupli-

after details. A gang of trained workmen is put to work 
clearing the stairway which leads into the tomb. This 
had been filled in after the funeral, with the clean 
debris left from the excavation of the rock-cut cham- 
bers and the building of the pyramid. Then plunderers 
came at some time or other and dug a hole in the 
clean filling of each stairway, which afterwards be- 


came stopped up, partly with things the thieves threw, 


away and partly with drift sand. The robbers natural- 
ly were after the gold and jewels they knew had been 
buried in the royal. tomb, probably of great value. 

it is very easy to distinguish between the original 
filling and the debris of the thieves’ tunnel. The ob- 
jects found in the earth of the thieves’. debris usually 
came from the royal burial chamber, and in the rec- 
ords of the expedition had to be distinguished carefully 
from other objects.. When the doorway at the foot 
of the stairs has been reached, the workmen are with- 
drawn and put to clearing the pyramid above, or an- 
other stairway, until the —_ of the door blocking 
and measurements of the sfairs have been made. 

After that, the sand which has always washed into 
the burial chamber is removed, leaving gniy about 
eight inches of the floor debris intact. Whatever is 
found in the sand, and usually it is little enough, is 
counted as having been washed in from the thieves’ 
tunnel outside. When the sand is out, then the serious 
and difficult work of examining and removing, bit by 
bit, the floor debris begins, and for this only the most 
skillful of the Egyptian workmen are used. This 
floor dirt is to the Egyptologist what pay dirt is to 
the gold miner. 

Thus at El Kur'uw the preliminary work was bégun 
by attacking the stairway. of a ruined pyramid, which 
Prof. Reisner numbers Ku XV. 

“To my surprise,’ reports Prof. Reisner, “the stair- 
way proved unusually large for the size of the pyra- 
mid, which was only 12 meters square. But our men 
have had long practice in clearing such places, and 
after three days were close to the doorway, where 
the greater part of the objects thrown away by the 
plunderers lay scattered. On Feb. 2 a fragment of @ 
blue faience figure was found on which, written in ink, 
‘The King of Upper and Lower Egypt, Sha- 
baka.’ 

“In amazement I suddenly realized that these poor 
ruined pyramids at El Kur’'uw must be the tombs of 
the twenty-fifth dynasty of Egypt, the first dynasty 
of Ethiopia. I ordered the whole force at work here. 
Seven days later Ku XVIII was identified, again by 
a broken shawwabti figure, found in the thieves’ tun- 
nel, as the tomb of Shabataka, the son of Shabaka. 
On the 15th another tomb was found to be that of 
the long-sought Piankhy, and on the 17th No. Ku 16 as 
the tomb of Tanutaman. But No. 8 was never iden- 
tified by an inacription, and it was not until the end 
of the season that I realized it must be the burial place 
of King Kashta, the father of Piankhy. 

“The identification of the tombs of four Kings of 
Egypt in 15 days was one of the most amazing series 
of discoveries that has ever fallen to the lot of any 
expedition, and it gave us the distinction of having 
recovered the tombs of all the Kings of Ethiopia from 
the founding of the monarchy until its power passed 
to the kingdom of Meroe, from.750 B. C. to about 250 
B. C., a period of 500 years. 

“All the works of the royal craftsmen which were 
placed in these tombs, in so far as they have been pre- 
served to the present day, have passed into the records 
of the expedition, and although some pieces of sculp-
